POOR OLD STOESSEL.

The Veteran General Is Greatly Wor-
ried by His Trial.

" . 113

St. Petersburg, -Ikec: 1l4—General
Stoesse]l is again facing the humilia-
tion of court martinl. The punish-
ment. ' it - convicted, under
code, 1adeath. déneral Stoessel is ac-
cused of having surrengdered the fort-
ress of Port Arthur befére he had ex-
haus:éd all the resources of defensa.
He Ia further accuseéed of lacking the
[nitintive and with having exceeded
his powers. General Fock and Gen-
eril Reigs are co-defendants with him.
The first Is accused of having ocon-
gpired to surrender the' fortress and
the¢ seeond with having exceeded the
order of wsurrender. The court Is
composed of nine generals under the
presidency of Vice Admiral Doubass-
off and Includesa Generals Kuropatkin,
Bildering and Myloff.

jeneral Stoessel is in a pltiable state
of excitement over his case and the
doctors are apprehenisrve of the af-
fept on the veteran officer, who has
suffered two paralytic strokes since
the fall of the fortress.

IT SURPRISED THEM.

State Asks to Have Bankers' Bonds
Raised to $200,000.

San Francisco, Dec, 4. —Assistant
District Attarney W. Hoof Cook this
morning asked that the ball of J. Dal-
zell Brown. general manager of the
insolvent Californla Safe Deposit
Trust company, and W. J. Barlnett,
director in the same Institution, be
raised from $756,000 to $200,000 each,
when the two financiers came up be-
fore Judge Dunne for formal arraign-
ment on charges of embezzlement In
eonnection with the disappearance of
gecurities valued at $205,000 belong-
ing to the Colton estate, This action
came as a surprise to the two defend-
ants and thelr attorneys; and follow-
ed the statement yesterday Lo Assist-
ant District Attorney Francls J. Heney
by David F. Walker, president of the
insolvent Institution; of all that he
knew of the affairs of the bank and
Colton securities.

Judge Dunne was Inclined to grant
the district attorney’s request, but at
the request of counsel for Bartnett
deferred action until this afternoon.
After the proceedings’ Assistant Dis-
trict Attorney Cook Intimated that
evidence had come into his possession
pointing to the absolute guilt of the
